Command all and cvery the perſons lo aſſembled , koꝛthwith upon no⸗ 
yp > kice of this His Royal Pꝛoclamation, to depart to their own Houſes, 
en and fo fozbear any further aſſembling; upon pain of being pꝛoceeded 
againſt as Traitoꝛs and Enemies to His Majeſty, His Crown and Dig- 
nity. And His Majeſty doth further Command all Officers Civil and Milttary , and 
all other His lovitig Subjects, that they be aiding and aſſiſting to Appꝛehend all luch 
perlons as all pꝛeſume ſo to aſſemble o2 continue together contrary to this his Royal 


Prociamation, and in Diſturbance of the Peace, as they will anſwer the contrary at 
their utmoſt Peril. 


Dated at the Conncil-Clamber in Whitehall, the 1 1th day of Auguſt, in the 25th year 
of His Majeſties Reign, 167 5.
